THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 


RUSSELL LEGGE. 


Russell L^gge was called to the wit 


ness stand Thursday afternoon. 
He 


testified as,.follows: 


The witness stated that he took a 


Short-hand report of the testimony be- 
"fere"th6 coroner^ and later transcribed' 
it. 
He wa~s "examined by Mr. Phil B. 


Smythe. 
'"Did Eva Wertz testify that she did 


not tell what was in the note which 
she took to Stephen Bevard?" Ob- 
jected to by'the state. 


The objection was overruled 
and 


the witness answered that she had so 
testified. 


"Eva also said that the 
murderer 


held the door with his left hand and 
wielded the club with his right hand." 


This answer was not admitted, after 


a legal battle between the counsel tor 
both state and defendant 
The court 


excused the witness -until 
Friday 


morning, -^s he had not any memo- 
randa of Eva, having denied the state- 
ment in her testimony.

/"There was o.uite a crowd about the 
Wertz house that day; I don't know 
how often the buggy was Stopped be- 
fore my attention was called to it: I j 
-was looking for any kind of a vehicle ( 
that would cpme up the road; 1 was 
expecting the dogs and was looking 
for them."

Mr. Williams said that the defpndanf, 
was the man he saw in the buggy that 
morning.

hat; he most times wore a slouch hat; 
the straw hat lookekd to be new. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Fitgibbon, 


the witness gave this testimony: 


"I wore a cap that night; my sister 


called my attention to Bevard's hat on 
the Sunday before by 
saying 
'How 


much better Levi looked in that hat 
than in any other.'" 


"Stephen Be\ard was in the buggy 


with Levi; he had pn a cap and blue 
overalls; Levi had on a blue shirt and 
his working clothes." 


CORA POWELL.

"i am 20 years old, am the daughter 


of Arthur Powell and live with mv 
father on the Granville ,road; about IP 
o'clock on the morning after the mur- 
der I heard of it, and went up to the 
home of Levi and Rosa Bevard; Ella 
Worrington told me of it; I saw Rosa 
Bevard hanging up clothes .in the

said, 'It can't be mamma, or I would 
have heard of it.' 


"I then went to where 
Levi was 


plowing potatoes 
and he said, 'O, 


Rosa, that can't be true.' He then be- 
came exeifasfl and then said: 'I'll un- 
hitch and go up there anyway and see 
what the matter is.' Levi then 3went 
to a telephone and came back and 
said, 'It's right, Rosa, your mother 
has been killed,' and she then took on, 
and they dressed and left in a buggy.

Miss Powell said: 


"I looked at the clock and it was 


10 o'clock before I got the word ot 
Mrs. Wertz' murder; when I told Rosa 
her appearance indicated that she was 
nervous and excited; she, didn't cry; 
went with her to where Levi was 
working; she called to him; he was 
plowing; he did not leave the plow, 
but we went over to where he was. 
After Levi came from the telephone 
we were in the house and he said: 
'Rosa, it's so.' Soon after Rosa broke 
down and cried."

Warsaw, June 15 — The latest ad- 


vices from Bialystok, Russia, today, 
the scene of the massacre of Hebrew^ 
yesterday, are to the effect that thirty 
Jews were killed and oer 100 were 
wounded. Nearly all the shops and 
stores conducted by the Jews were 
sacked and some were burned. Large 
numbers of panic stricken Hebre\vS 
ha\e left the city. The massacre was 
caused by a Hebrew anarchist who 
threw n bomb among the 
Corpus 


Christ i procession yesterday, killing 
or vtouuding many persons. The 
Christkuis enraged 
by the outrage, 


ittackcd the Jews on all sides. The 
conflict was most savage until 
.the 


.irriuil of troops, when order was re- 
stored. 


St. Petersburg, June 15.— Bloody 


clashes occurred at Bialystok, Ru«si*, 
between Christians and Jewg. 
Thi 


outbreak followed* the deed of & Jew- 
ish anarchist, -who threw a bomb 
Corpus Christ! procession, killfii- 
wounding many persons. 
In cori«»- 


quence the Christiana attacked and 
massacred the Jews and demolish^ 
their shops. Hundreds of perso'nf 
were killed .or wounded. The bomb 
was thrown from the balcony ot » 
house in Alexander street. A RusBiia 
clergyman was among those killed. 


Immediately after the 
explosion 


Jews began to fire with revolvers frota 
the windows of the house into tto 
crowd. Soldiers surrounded the houae 
and fired two volleys into the win- 
dows. Meanwhile the enraged Chris- 
tians attacked the Jewish stores In 
Alexandrov aud Suraz streets, demol- 
ishing the fixtures and windows aad 
throwing the goods into the gutters, 
and beating and murdering the Jews\ 
A crowd of Jews fled to the railroad 
station, pursued by the mob, which 
killed many of them there. Three 
Jews were thrown from the second- 
story windows of the railroad station. 


The Jews are fleeing from Bialystok 


to the neighboring forest, and mobs 
are pursuing them. Detachments Ot 
dragoons have been sent out to pro« 
tect the Jews. Jews arriving there" oi* 
railway trains have been dragged <Htfe 
of the cars and ma»y murdered* 
Troops have cleared the railway Its* 
tion. 


The signal for the outbreak, 


apparently was deliberately 
perhaps as a counter stroke for th« 
murder of Chief of Police Derkatcboffl 
on June 10. which -was attributed ta 
Jewish bundists, is given as the efc» 
p'osion of a bomb during a religious 
procession. This was followed by rfr« 
vol ver fusillades in several quarters of 
the city. The police are said not to> 
have' attempted to interfere in the> 
early stages of the riot 
The Jews, 


who number three-fourths of the pop- 
ulation of the city, offered the best.r*; 
sistance possible, many of them being: 
armed, but were unable to prevent the 
pillaging of their homes and places of 
business. Finally the military later\ 
fered.

Failure of Committee to Provide For 


Inspection at All Hours and 
the 


Court Review Clause Held to Be 
Serious Defects — Discusses the Bill 
With Chairman Wadsworth. 
Washington, June lo. — President 


Roosevelt is opposed to the meat In- 
spection provision ,is prepared by the 
house- committee on agriculture. This 
measure is designed as a substitute 
for the Beveridge timendment to the 
agricultural bill. The president has 
made a careful examination of- the 
substitute, and- while he may not go 
so far as to veto the bill if it should 
bo enacted by congu-.ss with the house 
amendment attached, he has made it 
clear that he does not deem the 
house 
provision 
at all 
adequate. 


Representative Wadsworth of New 
York, chairman of the house commit- 
tee on agriculture, had a conference 
with President 
Roobevelt regarding 


the action of the -house committee. He 
submitted to the picsident the substi- 
tute for the Bevei idge amendment 
agreed upon by the committee and 
sought his opinion of it. 
The presi- 


dent told him frankly that he could 
not appiovo of it. In fact, after read- 
ing the substitute carefully, the presi- 
dent told Mr. Wadsworth that he dis- 
approved it absolutely. 


The president discussed the subject 


with Chairman Wadsworth tor some 
time, indicating to him the specific 
points on which he disagreed with the 
majority of the house committee. 
He 


^ointed out that the failure of tho 
committee to provide for inspection at 
all hours, either of the day or of the 
night, was a defect which he could not 
pass, and he urgently disapproved also 
of the court review clause of the sub- 
stitute. The president did not lay 
special stress -on.- the proposition of 
the committee 'that the government 
should pay the expenses of the inspec- 
tion, although he {eels that, if the gov- 
ernment is required to pay the inspec- 
tion charges, the provision will render 
the law less effective than otherwise 
it would be. -After his conference with 
Mr. Wadsworth !£he president wrote 
a letter to him -suiting in a deftnito 
and formal way his -objections to -the 
substitute for ffiS. Beveridge amend- 
ment drafted by the house committee. 
It did not differ in any essential way 
from the statements made by the pres- 
ident to Mr. Wadsworth personally. 
The president wrote the letter, how- 
ever, in order that his position^ might 
be distinctly understood and be of rec- 
ord. Xo copy of 'the letter was made 
public, the president prfeferring that 
for the present af least it should be in 
the hands of Chairman Wadsworth 
and his committee. 


POINTS OF. DIFFERENCE 


Between 
Majority and 
Minority Re- 


ports on Meat Bill. 


Washington, June 15. — The minority 


report of the house committee on agri- 
culture on the meat inspection bill, it 
is expected, will contain tiy;ee points 
of difference wrli the majority pro- 
vision. These aie: 


First, that the cost should not be put 


on the govfrnni'-nt; second, the court 
review; third, thu waiving of the civil 
service regulations for one year in the 
appointment of inspectors. 
As to the 


cost provision, the report will state 
that the apyioi-riation of ?2.000,000 
can be justified only on two grounds, 
first as a meaiib of preserving the bus- 
iness of the packers, and second, the 
protection of the health of the Ameri- 
can people. The answer of the minor- 
ity to the first is that the packers are 
well able to tnke care of themselves 
and should expect to pay the expenses 
incident to tho preservation of their 
business. As to the second.-if the 
packers have hi^n the faulty ones in 
bringing about conditions requiring 
drastic rcrnedi"-. they should be will- 
ing to boar T'." cost of the remedy. 
The cmirt revK ,-.- amendment, accord- 
ing to the mino ity report, ^ives the 
right of review to the packers, but 
sivep no such i vlit to the government. 
thereby crt-atru a dangerous prece- 
dent. Tho w;;n -jg of the ciiil service 
regulations, it s contend i. will fill 
the parkin™ hm- 35 -with inspectors ap- 
pointed by i 'ii -jcal influence, which 
•would handidn them as free agents.

Washington, Juuul3. — After Senator

structural materials, lignites and other 
coals. A dramatic scene occurred dur- 
ing the adoption of the conference re- 
port on statehood, in which the speak- 
er was the chief participant and in 
which he took exception to what he 
interpreted as insinuations by Dele- 
gate Smith of Arizona that undue in- 
fluence had been used to affect his po- 
sition on the statehood question. 


Cromwell Must Answer.

compelled to answer questions pro- 
pounded by Senator Morgan if a de- 
cision reached by the senate commit- 
tee on interoceanic canals can be up- 
held. If Mr. Cromwell maintains the 
attitude that has characterized his for- 
mer attendance as a witness before 
the committee, his alleged contumacy 
will be carried to the senate, and if 
the committee is upheld it is likely 
that the contest between the Alabama 
senator and the 'New York lawyer will 
eventually got into the courts.

which appeared m the Christinas num- 
ber of a Swedish magaxiiie, is tnld as 
follows in the Cleveland I'luiu Dealer. 
It was the result of a snapshot taken 
liy a Swedish newspaper man who \is- 
ited Christiania in the summer of ISO'J 
for the purpose of catching the gieat 
man's likeness unawares. lie chose 
a favorable day for the execution of 
his coup, placed hiaibelf iu an ad- 
vantageous position not far from the 
entrance to the Uraiid cafe and wuited. 
Ibsen was punctual to the minute, aud 
soon the miscreant noticed with a 
thrill of joy that he had focused the 
figure of his victim. But he was intent 
oil getting the best posbible view and 
postponed, therefore, the cbiisumma 
tion ot the deed until Ibsen \\ as only 
a few steps away from him. Then he 
pressed the button aud walked away 
with triumphant steps. 


The disillusionment did not take 


place until he had developed the nega- 
tive, which proved a splendid success 
in every way but one. The whole well 
known figure from the silk hat down to 
the broad nosed shoes was there, but a 
bunch of paper held up by the poet's 
right arm was all that could be seen 
where the face should have been 
The 


keen eye of Ibsen had apparently seen 
the lurking danger in good time 
He 


had followed the movements of the en- 
emy with the alertness of a threatened 
animal aud at the critical moment had 
interposed the paper—some manuscript 
presumably—between his features and 
the detested instrument. 
The photo- 


graph was reproduced and published 
just the same, and It Is to be suspected 
that the readers of the magazine en- 
joyed it much more than they would 
have done if it had been more success- 
ful from tile photographer's point of 
view. They all recognised the lion in 
his bashy v. bite mane, which the en- 
vious paper had been unable to hide 
from view.

"Doctors are like the police for lu- 


tlliildntloi). 
1 have lately been to 


Frauce, where the police were trying 
de-:per:itely to keep 1111 Hie preteli'-e 
that there was a revolution, \\bile the 
l-'reueh people were obstinately refus- 
ing to revolt on any terms and had-to 
be charged Viy dragoons before they 
could be persuaded to do so. Doctors 
are alwiiy* threatening that if we do 
uot do as they advise us we shall die. 
With regard to myself, they have warn- 
ed me against my diet, and I am con- 
vinced that when 1 do die, even if I 
should then be 110. people will say, 
'That's what comes of disobeying the 
doctors.' 


"To threaten people with fieath if 


they do not try certain cures is very 
luerathe. The medical profession write 
letters to the newspapers in whieh they 
tell us \\hut advantages have been 
conferred on the human race by vivi- 
section. 


"It is only of late years that some 


people have wanted to know -uhy it is 
that in spite of modern remedies there 
are as* many people who die of the dis- 
eases against which they are directed 
as before. The doctors reply that the 
absolute mortality may" be as great as 
before, but that the 'case mortality' 
has diminished. If this is so it shows 
that, although they cure their patients, 
they must create the cases they cure. 


"AVheu 
fashionable 
surgeons 
can 


earn iu a single day from (50 to 300 
guineas It is evident that they have 
a strong pecuniary motive for mutilat- 
ing their fellow creatures. 
I cannot 


help noticing that there are fashions iu 
operations 
The surgeous are always 


discovering that certain organs are 
unnecessary aud ought to be extirpat- 
ed. At one time it was the tonsils, 
then the uvula, and now no self re- 
specting person would think of going 
about with an appendix. 


"For a t'me formalin was all the 


fashion. One medical man tried it oil 
some pauper, then on something a lit- 
tle more expensive—namely, rabbits— 
and finally on himself. It was discov- 
ered, however, that formalin does not 
kill the tubercle bacillus; but, on the 
contrary, the tubercle bacillus has a 
peculiar taste for it and thrives upon 
it. 


"The arguments of the vivisector 


much resemble in principle those of the 
militant anarchists. 'What does it mat- 
ter,' the latter will say, 'if we blow to 
pieces every one in this room, provided 
we fan thereby secure the millenni-
